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Restraining order denied to builder

The Wilmington Planning Board 
learned Tuesday that developer 
Patrick Cone of Elm Square 
Builders was denied a restraining 
ofder which would have prevented 
the board from using $80,000 bond 
monies. The town took the money 
from the Andover Savings Bank in 
Tewksbury where it was being held 
for completion of work in the 
Middlesex Pines subdivision. 
Originally, the judge had taken the 
case under advisement. 

The judge also denied a counter 
claim filed by Town Counsel Alan 
Altman on behalf, of the planning 


board. In the claim, Altman sought 
additional money above the 
$80,000 to complete streets and 
utilities in both sections of the 
subdivision. 

“This means we're not restrained 
from using it (the $80,000)...we 
can go ahead and proceed,” said 
board chairman Carole Hamilton. 

What the board will proceed with 
is placing a leveling coat on 
subdivision roadways and installing 
street lights at a reported cost of 
$15,000. Hopefully, planners have 
said, the work will be undertaken 
before the onset of winter. 

Neighborhood spokesman, Doug 


las Sousa, told the board that 
residents "will be definitely happy” 
that the work is going to start soon 
Through a phone conversation, he 
added, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski told him he considers 
completion of the subdivision "a 
high priority.” Stapzynski also said 
the field survey work is complete 
and plans and specs on the work is 
in progress. 

Now, both the board members 
and Stapezynski are awaiting anew 
timeframe with bid dates from 
Town Engineer Robert Higgins to 
replace a prior schedule they said 
was “inadequate.”

Winchester Hospital, and was 
transferred to the Mass. General 
Hospital in Boston. He has been 
taken out of the intensive care unit.

Police later arrested Corbett after 
questioning witnesses, One officer 
said that Corbett allegedly 
attempted to conceal the car, but 
that it had been found. Corbett is 
denying all of the charges. 

Due to the seriousness of Glavin's 
injuries, firefighters cut his car 
open before trying to move him, 
Glavin was headed for a meeting 
at the Wilmington Masonic Hall at 
the time of the accident.

Wilmington building inspector la 
Russo gives '105 percent’ on his job 


mé; 
American Express.” With his quick 
wit and ever present sense of 
humor, Wilmington's B: ry 
Inspector Jim Russo hits it right on 
the head. 

Though he’s only been on the job 
since 1985 when he became a 
permanent assistant to former 
inspector Charles Lawrenson, Jim 
has become a fixture at Town Hall. 
He has displayed knowledge, 
compassion, and a strong sense of 
commitment as he's worked at 
improving the job and creating an 
open relationship with the public. 

Residents looking for help from 
his office have found him to be a 
refreshing man with whom to deal. 
He has implemented guidelines to 
help prospective homeowners and 
developers build a house and 
carefully outlined the building 
permit process. Residents call him 
direct and hone: caring man 
who goes out of his way to help. 

Ata recent selectmen’s meeting, 
board chairman Rocco DePasquale 
praised Jim for the "tremendous 
amount of ability and prestige” he's 
brought to the job and for the way 
he treats builders and homeowners 
as equals. 

Jim's reaction is to shrug off the 
laurels, modestly crediting others 
like his boss Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski, Plumbing Inspector 
Bill Harrison, secretaries Peg 
Tarantino and Joan Goulet, and 
other department heads with 
working "right beside me" and 
making his job easier. 

"I like to work and I take great 
pride in my job,” says Jim in a 
recent interview explaining that his 
job, in two words, is public safety. 
Jim does survey work, inspects 
homes (no less than six each day), 
enforces ordinances and building 
codes, and determines and analyzes 
design criteria, all with an eye to 
protecting the public. 

"To date, we've never had a 
building fall down and, under my 
direction, you'll never have one,” 
he proclaims earnestly. He goes on 
to say he also issues building 
permits, which cover such areas as 
plumbing, heat, footings, and

electrical work. 

In Jim's own estimation of the 
position, "the building inspector is 
a skilled professional and 
knowledgeable, He keeps abreast of 
developments in his field and he 
gains the respect of his peers and 
fellow workers.” After a brief 
pause, he adds that "I would hope 
I've achieved all that.” 

He goes on to explain, "I don't 
hear too many complaints about my 
department,” adding maybe that's 
because he's continually thinking of 
ways to head off problems and 
minimize liabilities. He is also 
inundated with work, primarily 
because of the current building 
boom which he says “no building 
inspector could have expected.” 

To remind himself--and others-- 
of the various aspects of his job, 
Jim whimsically keeps a selection 
of hats on a hatfack behind his desk. 
There's one fog zoning and one for 
plumbing and one for bylaws. 


some of which may be seen hanging on the wall behind him. 


There's also a green and white wool 
cap with a pom-pom for 
recreational use (golfing) and a 
large white hat he keeps in his car 
to wear when his long day is finally 
over. On this particular day there is 
also a varied assortment of holiday 
pumpkins, bats, owls, ghosts, and a 
helium filled balloon labeled 
"You're the Tops,” a gift from his 
supportive wife, Joanne. 

Jim was born and reared in 
Boston. He attended the Franklin 
Institute in Boston and studied 
electrical design technology for 
four years. After receiving his 
associate's degree, he continued his 
education at night, eventually 
becoming both a contractor and an 
electrical engineer. He became 
Wilmington's wire inspector in 
1979 and assistant building 
inspector, which subsequently led 
to his present position. 

Like other town department 


heads, Jim also belongs to several 
organizations related to his field. 
He is a member of the State 
Building Commission, the State 
International Electrical Inspectors 
Association, and Wilmington's 
Affordable Housing Task Force. 

Most people know Jim to be 
community oriented and a dedi- 
cated family man, He and Joanne 
live in Wilmington and have raised 
“two beautiful girls we're very 
proud of." Seventeen-year-old 
Tammy is a junior at Wilmington 
High Schoo! and, like most girls her 
age, "takes my car a lot” laughs 
Jim, Thirteen-year-old Kim is a 
seventh grader at the North 
Intermediate who likes both soccer 
and jazz dancing, according to her 
proud pop. 

Joanne, says Jim, is a unique 
person totally involved with her 
family, the school PAC, church 
work, and other community 
affairs. She has the ability to 
brighten his day, and he adds with a 
smile, is his "sole survival kit.” 

From where he sits, Jim thinks 
Wilmington as a town is doing just 
fine, He points out'that officials in 
surrounding towns envy 
Wilmington for its “ideal” living 
conditions. He also notes that 
Wilmington had town fathers in the 
past who set wise policy and present 
officials who do a good job in 
administering it. 

He says "as a taxpayer, I think the 
people are getting their money's 
worth,” explaining that Wilming- 
ton boards “are a team and, 
collectively, we try to do the best 
we can for the town.” 

When asked how he would 
further change the job, he ela- 
borates on revising the building 
permit application to include the 
conservation commission. He says 
he would strive to make the 
department more efficient and 
build an even closer relationship 
with the public. He also, like other 
town employees, is looking for 
more help in the form of an 
assistant who could alleviate some 
of the work load. 

"I expect to give this town 100 
percent. I give 105 percent now," 
he quips with a straight face, 

Watching Jim handling the 
constant interruptions and demands 
on his time, you can't help but 
notice he's probably right. And for 
Wilmington, that's not bad, 


Chemical People celebrates third anniversary

The war against drugs in 
Wilmington is now a townwide 
effort thanks, in large part, to the 
tenacity and visibility of the 
Wilmington Chemical People Task 
Force and its chairman Anne 
Linehan. 

As the Wilmington chapter gets 
set to celebrate its third anniversary 
in November, there is a sense of 
Satisfaction in all that's been 
accomplished. There is, too, a 
determination to continue efforts to 
make the public aware of the 
insidious effects of this national 
disease. 


Some good things have happened 
in the past three years, says Anne, 
who played a major part in 
formulating the task force. 

Wilmington Chemical People has 
been instrumental in helping to 
establish a strong school drug 
policy, pushing for peer education 
programs in the public school 
system, establishing a working 
relationship with local health 
organizations, supporting law 
enforcement efforts, and increasing 
the availdbility of accurate infor- 
mation in schools and libraries. The 
organization has sponsored Fun 
Runs and a poster contest to get the 


Just Say No message across, 
supplied video tapes on parent- 
child drug discussions to local 
video stores, and carried out a 
media blitz in newspapers and on 
TV. 

"This is a homefront battle and 
it's going to be won on the doorstep 
of every family in America. There 
is no government program-- 
national or state--that is going to 
solve this problem,” says Anne 
firmly. She is proud of the fact that 
much has been accomplished on a 
shoestring budget. She is grateful 
for the donations received from 
local civic clubs and for support 
from school and town officials. 

The Wilmington chapter of this 
nationwide organization grew out 
of a PBC television show in 
November 1983. The "grassroots 
movement” sought to tap the 
energies of local residents and 
direct attention toward the growing 
problem of drugs and alcohol in the 
community. Welt over 100 parents 
showed up at that first meeting with 
28 concerned individuals eventu- 
ally joining the organization 

Meetings were held in local 
churches and materials on drug 
education were donated to the 
public schools. From this small

beginning, Chemical People 
became a visible force in the 
community, eventually creating its 
own newsletter, holding monthly 
meetings, and receiving recog- 
nition from such groups as the 
Wilmington Women's Club and the 
Massachusetts House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Many people have claimed 
membership in the group over the 
years-parents, school personnel, 
professional people and business- 
men, young adults, law enforce- 
ment officials, and members of the 
clergy. Along with Anne, the 
Board of Directors includes Nancy 
Matulewicz (secretary-treasurer), 
Jim Palman, Steven Noonan, and 
Mary Husen. 

This year, there is no set schedule 
of meetings. Instead, Chemical 
People members will co-sponsor 
programs with various town 
organizations such as the recent 
youth hockey program on parental 
Pressure and young athletes. They 
will concentrate on buying soft- 
ware for a school department 
computer to provide information 
on the use and abuse of drugs in 
society today, says Anne. And they 
will continue to provide pamphlets 
and brochures for reference use in 


health and science classes and in the 
library 

On January 28, a second TV 
documentary "Chemical People II, 
A Generation at Risk”, will air, The 
show will be hosted by First Lady 
Nancy Reagan, who last year 
commended Anne "for your fine 
efforts in directing the Chemical 
People Task Force and...for all you 
are doing for a most worthwhile 
cause.” 

One of the goals of the Chemical 
People has been to create a safe 
environment for all children 
“We've made inroads,” says Anne, 
“but all the problems are not 
eliminated.” She calls on all citizens 
of the community to get involved. 

"Wilmington is an informed 
community and the choices are 
there. We can win this war on 
drugs, but it will take a 
commitment on the part of every 
parent, responsible adult, and 
student in this country.”

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Frankly speaking

Come November 4 one of the most intriguing political 
battles concerning a question on the state-wide ballot will 
come to an end. One side insists that the issue is one of 
saving lives, while the other maintains that there is a 
principle of personal freedoms and liberties at stake. We're 
of course speaking of Ballot Question Five, which asks 
voters for their approval or disapproval of the state law that 
requires the use of seat belts in motor vehicles. A yes vote 
on question five would keep in place the state law which was 
passed by the legislature on October 17, 1985. A no vote 
would repeal the law. 

In summary, Governor Dukakis has steadfastly supported 
the issue of mandatory seat belt use. Along with such groups 
as the National Head Injury Foundation, the National Safety 
Council, and General Motors, the governor has pushed the 
argument that seat belts save lives ahd significantly reduce 
the number of serious injuries on the highways. Such 
notables as hockey star Bobby Orr have joined in 
unprecedented advertising campaigns to secure public 
support for the law and avoid its repeal on November 4. 

At odds with these people have been those favoring repeal 
of the law based upon the issue of freedom of choice as set 
forth in the U. S. Constitution. This group has received a 
significant amount of attention through WRKO radio talk 
show host Jerry Williams, an adamant opponent to the 
mandatory seat belt law. Those favoring repeal have often 
cited studies conducted by the center for Automobile Safety 
in Wahington D.C. which reveal defects in the design and 
installation of seat belts which have been linked to numerous 
deaths nationally. This group's primary emphasis, though, 
has been basically centered around the issue of freedom of 
choice. 

So there the battle lies. And over the past few months we 
have seen some interesting arguments emerge from both 
sides of the issue. The opponents to the law have continually 
challenged the enforcement aspect of the seat belt legislation, 
Their argument has'criticized the logic of having a law that 
is enforceable only when the motorist is found to be 
breaking another law. This of course refers to the fact that 
drivers can be cited for not wearing their seat belts when 
they have been pulled over for another offense, such as 
speeding. 

On the other side, Governor Dukakis, no fan of Jerry 
Williams, has insisted that all the talk of personal liberties 
and freedom of choice is greatly exaggerated by the 
anti-seat-belt-law people. Furthermore, the governor says 
they are really doing a disservice to public safety through 
their repeal efforts. 

All of this has resulted is some rather interesting shifts in 
public opinion. Polls taken months ago showed a 
considerable percentage of the electorate opposed to the seat 
belt law, while more recent polls indicate some trouble for 
those favoring repeal. 

Additionally, there may be a lot at stake here for Michael 
Dukakis. This has been typically identified as his issue, or 
his law. Repeal of the law would be a significant 
embarrassment for the governor. As for Jerry Williams, he 
could find himself boosted up to channel seven as the new 
co-anchor with Tom Ellis. 

Of course the most important issue is one of personal 
freedoms and liberties, and hopefully most people will be 
intelligent enough to choose to buckle up. But, the simple 
fact is that the law itself will not compel anyone to wear a 
seat belt who is not so inclined, especially as it is presently 
enforced. And it may be quite an irony that all of the above 
is taking place during the celebration of the Year of the 
Constitution. 

In any event, Jerry Williams and every one else who find 
the law offensive cannot be labeled as anti-safety. Most of 
them are religious as to their use of seat belts and are 
probably smart enough to realize that they do in fact save 
lives on the whole. But what they're seeking is the freedom 
to choose. And, though some may argue that public health 
and safety can always be legislated, why is there no law 
banning the smoking of cigarettes? 26,000 people died in 
Massachusetts last year of lung cancer. The number killed in 
auto crashes was 497, 

Any real results in increased use of seat belts will probably 
come from the public relations campaign which encourages 
use of seat belts, though it is unfortunate that it took the 
pending repeal effort to move the Governor's Highway 
Safety Council to finally expend these funds. Had it been 
initiated years ago, as it should have been, the use of seat 
belts‘ would probably be significantly higher today, 
irregardless of any law requiring use. This is why educating 
people and allowing them to make the free choice is the best 
method here, as in other cases of public health and safety, 
such as smoking.

Ballot Question Four would require the state Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering (D.E.Q.E.) to 
actively search for sites within the state where hazardous 
materials have been disposed, to clean up those sites within 
set timetables, and to inform the public about sites 
discovered in their communities. 

If passed by the voters on November fourth, Question 
Four would be enacted as follows: on January 15, 1987 
D.E.Q.E. would be required to publish a list once every 
three months indicating all disposal sites under investigation; 
furthermore, D.E.Q.E. must describe actions to be taken at 
each location. 

After determining which sites pose an iminent danger to 
public health, the Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering would have to immediately eliminate the 
hazards. Sites not posing any iminent danger would be 
cleaned up on a schedule of up to seven years. 

A significant consumer rights aspect of Question Four is 
that within 30 days of completing any site inspection, 
D.E.Q.E. would be required to inform the public of the 
results through the local newspapers. And, upon the request 
of ten citizens within that community, D.E.Q.E.would be 
required to formulate a plan which would involve members 
of that city or town in all clean-up decisions. This plan 
would then be presented at a public meeting. 

Overall, Question Four would be an asset to the citizens of 
Massachusetts in its strong stand on speedy hazardous waste 
cleanup. The Massacusetts House of Representatives 
approved of the measure on May 5, 1986 by a unanimous 
vote of 145. It would be beneficial for everyone if Question 
Four is passed on November 4. 


Dear Larz: 

In an October 8 editorial, Kevin 
Sowyrda may be speaking frankly, 
but he is not thinking clearly. Mr. 
Sowyrda, a self-proclaimed advo- 
cate of public education, wants us to 
vote for Question 3, a referendum 
which, in conjunction with 
Question 2, will finish the dismant- 
ling of public education in this state 
that was begun with proposition 2 
12. 

Anyone really involved with 
public schools will never forget the 
slaughter that followed the passage 
of two-1/2. Dozens (in some places, 
hundreds) of people lost their jobs, 
important programs were dropped, 
class sizes spiked and years of 
educational innovation went down 
the tubes. 

Our schools are just beginning to 
rise out of the ashes created by the 
fire of 2 1/2, but the reasons for 
this have nothing to do with the fact 
that Proposition 2 1/2 “worked.” 
The simple truth is that declining 
enrollment has begun to catch up 
with the absurd budget cuts that 2 
1/2 brought on, and the state 
government has recently begun 
earmarking money for education 
(something it should have done 
long ago). 

But, if Mr. Sowyrda has his way 
and Question 3 is passed, the state's 
investment in public education will 
be cut in the same way that the 
town’ s education budget was cut 
six years ago. It will be a slaughter 
all over again, and this time, the 
schools won't be able to withstand 
the trauma. 

Ignoring the recent past is 
dangerous, but ignoring history is 
negligent. The history of education 
in this country shows us that the 
removal of public funds for public 
schools is symptomatic of a hidden 
agenda, which, if carried out, will 
cost us much more that a few 
dollars in state taxes. For two 
centuries, public education in 
America has been tugged at in two 
directions: one force views the 
Primary purpose of public educa- 
tion as the lowering of student 
expectations, while the other sees 
our schools as places where 
students’ expectations should be 
raised. 

The early founders and funders 
of public schools were millionaire 
industrialists (Carnegie, Rocke- 
feller, et al), and their stated 
Purpose was to use schools as sort 
of “meta-facjories:” places that 


turned out docile workers in awe of 
authority who would be willing to 
spend their lives sae other 
people comfortable. Working 
people (especially unionist working 
people) saw public schools in a very 
different light: schools were the 
places where their children could 
gain the preparation that they'd 
need to make themselves comfort- 
able. 

The struggle has changed 
somewhat over the years, but it has 
always been a variation on the same 
theme: should or should not our 
schools empower our young 
people? I was fortunate enough to 
go through Wilmington's schools 
when unions were on the rise; the 
answer to the question of 
empowerment in 1965 was yes, and 
I got an education that was second 
to none. 

Proposition 2 1/2 changed all 
that. The law was backed precisely 
by the "low expectations” coalition, 
and this coalition simply wants to 
restore public education to its 
original purpose of providing cogs 
for the machine. Now, the machine 
has changed over the decades. The 
high tech council doesn't want 
schools to produce docile workers; 
high tech requires workers who can 
produce original results, What is 
needed now is for schools to 
graduate people who will think 
Creatively about some questions and 
not think at all about others (some 
prestigious universities have been 
doing this for years). 

Shortly after the law was passed, 
the same high tech companies that 
funded the 2 1/2 ads were tripping 
over themselves making “corporate 
contributions” of computers and 
other equipment to public schools 
so that schools could get over the 
“hard times” that were mysteri- 
ously developing in education. 
Some companies even offered ’free 
lesson plans and teacher training, 
and some teachers were told that 
they should take management 
courses. 

The real issue with Questions 2 
and 3 is whether or not we want to 
privatize our public schools. Public 
schools are far from perfect, but 
they are the only hope that working 
people have for equal educational 
opportunity. Let's surprise Mr. 
Sowyrda and defeat this dangerous 
piece of legislation.

Dear Larz: 

The proper disposal of household 
hazardous waste is the respon- 
sibility of each and every one of us. 
Federal and State laws do not 
regulate these hazardous wastes 
which are a threat to our home 
environment where they are stored 
and, unless disposed of properly, 
threaten the larger environment. 

It is estimated that from three to 
10 gallons of household wastes are 
stored in each Massachusetts 
household. These may include any 
of the following: bleaches and 

infectants; drain cleaners and 
degreasers; ammonia and bowl 
cleaners; oven cleaners; spot 
remover and other solvent 
flammable liquids and fire starters; 
old pills and medicines; photog- 
raphy chemicals; chemistry kits, air 
conditioning refrigerants; pesti- 
cides and herbicides; paint (not 
latex), paint ners and brush 
cleaners; shellac and varnish; 
asphalt and roofing tar; batteries; 
antifreeze and motor oil. 

The Wilmington League of 
Women Voters urges residents to 
gather all of their household 
hazardous wastes and to take them 
on Saturday, October 25, Wil- 
mington's Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day, to the Swain 
School for proper disposal.

"The charity was like something 
you'd read out of the Bible," was 
the way one parishoner described 
him. 

Fr. Kevin McAndrews, who died 
on August 5, was a very sharing 
man. During his ten years at St. 
Dorothy's Church, he gave 
individual help to anyone who 
needed it. If you were out of work, 
Fr. McAndrews showed up at your 
door with food and money. If you 
were cold, he would see to it that 
you had heat. And during times of 
need, he would establish a soup 
kitchen at the church. 

This sort of charity was Fr. Mc- 
Andrews’ hidden secret, and his 
passing has left many people grate- 
ful to him for what he did. 

He was also very devoted to 
elderly persons, and was never tco 
busy, tired or sick to come out for 
them. He established a monthly 
mass for the elderly. 

Young people were also an im- 
portant part of his life. Every 
‘August he would travel to the Berk- 
shires, where he would serve as 
youth director at Camp Mohawk. It 


was a job which he held for 30 
years. To him, it was not a task but 
a joy. The camp was the big love of 
his life. 

Children were also a very visible 
part of the Christmas pageant at the 
church. He would take care to 
include teens in the pageant, and 
was very proud of it. 

In his work as a priest, he would 
have to counsel parishoners on 
various problems. He never tried to 
judge. He was not condemnatory. 

A native of Lowell, he was 
ordained in Boston in May 1949 by 
Archbishop Richard Cushing.

Student nabs burglary suspect 


Fast footwork by a college 
Student resulted in the arrest of an 
East Boston man on charges of 
breaking and entering last 
Thursday afternoon. 

The incident took place on Salem 
Street near the Regional Health 
Center about 12:30 p.m. John 
Desforge, a freshman at the 
University of Lowell was studying 
in his home. His mother asked him 
to call the house next door. There 
‘was someone there. 

John made the call, and nobody 
answered. The house is the home of 
Phil and Sandy Murphy 

John then heard his mother yell 
"Hey, you!" He saw a man running, 
and took off after him. He chased 
the man across the street and 
tackled him in a wooded area. 

Mrs. Desforge, meanwhile, was 
calling the police. It seemed like an 
eternity, but the police responded 
as quickly as possible. The scene 
was more than two miles from the 


police station. 

John managed to hold the man 
All that the police had to do was 
handcuff him 

He was identified as Anthony S. 
Peppe, Jr., 41, of East Boston. He 
was charged with with breaking 
and entering in the daytime (over 
$100) and possession of burglari 
ous instruments. There were also 
warrants on him from the MDC 
Police and from New Jersey. 

He was held overnight and taken 
to Woburn District Court the next 
day 

A pillow case was found with a 
jewelry box and other items. Mrs. 
Murphy arrived on the scene and 
identified the items. 

An accomplice who dropped 
Peppe off managed to escape 
Peppe said that the man might be 
armed, and was driving a blue Ford

No such car was found, However,

Tt was an auspicious start to what 
members hope will be a 
coordinated fight against drug and 
alcohol abuse in Wilmington. 

At the first meeting of the 
Wilmington Alliance Against 
Drugs Monday night, the 15 
members pooled their resources 
and dialogued on ways to approach 
the growing problem, not only 
among youth, but among adults as 
well. The members represented the 
Wilmington and Shawsheen Tech 
School Committees, the board of 
health, the Wilmington Police 
Department, the Chemical People, 
the recreation department, local 
health organizations, and the WHS 
chapter of S.A.D.D. 

In the end, it was decided to form 
a sub-committee to explore what 
each group is presently doing and 
to suggest several methods of 
attacking the problem. 

Chairman Rocco DePasquale told 
those assembled he is looking for 
"one strong effort in the same 
direction;" one that won't duplicate 
efforts presently underway 

Throughout the evening, mem. 
bers came up with ideas to handle 
the abuse problem through 
prevention, education, treatment, 
counseling, and enforcement. 

One suggestion that met with 
approval was to use either town or 
state funds to subsidize an 
individual with counseling back 
ground and make that person 
available to the general public 12 
months a year. Another suggestion 
was to come up with a five year 
program to address the problem 
and help fund it through state 
grants. 

A majority of the discussion 
revolved around training and edu 


cation. Police Chief Bobby Stewart 
said he presently has officers in 
training who could teach classes on 
the physical effects of drug abuse 
and the ramifications if the abuser 
continues to break the law. 

"Our real key goal should be 
prevention,” he said, adding that 
once someone breaks the law, 
“there's no real follow-up that 
could involve education” and these 
people “fall through the cracks.” 

When several members pointed 
out that the school system might 
best handle the educational aspects, 
school committeeman Mitchell 
Spiris said he would like to 
“de-emphasize this as a school 
problem” he saw a need to hire a 
qualified counselor-in-residence 
who is “street wise" and 
knowledgeable about the town who 
is not attached to any board or 
department 

Nicholas Balog of the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington 
agreed they should not focus on the 
schools. He foresaw that the 
alliance could achieve some success 
since Wilmington, unlike a°’New 
York City, is a smaller community 
and has people who are committed 
to meeting the problem head-on 

School Superintendent Robert 
Horan sugggested looking to local

businesses for help since drug and 
alcohol abuse is "a common 
problem they're going to face." He 
expressed concern that even if they 
offer such programs through adult 
education, "the people you're 
trying to reach will not come out." 

Board of health chairman James 
Ficociello pushed to have the group 
tackle tobacco addiction also and 
was fearful of opening a "Pandora's 
Box." He explained that once you 
try to handle a child's addiction 
problem, you may uncover related 
family problems which could be 
difficult to handle. 

The purpose of the alliance, he 
added, should be "to channel the 
people who need help to the people 
who can give help. " 

Jan Hoyt, of the Prevention and 
Training Center connected with 
Mt. Auburn Hospital in Cambridge, 
sat in on the meeting in an advisory 
capacity 

She praised members for some 
“good beginnings” and for being 
"right on target" in their 
comments. Hoyt suggested using 
“slow measured steps you know are 
going to come to fruition” rather 
than a "bandaid” approach, adding 
that the more a community takes 
responsibility for its own program 
the greater success it will have

The beginnings of Rotary Park 


by Anne D. Linehan 

Thirty-six years ago, in 1950, the 
now beautiful Rotary Park was a 
muddy cranberry bog and quite an 
eye sore, Henry Porter, Wilming- 
ton's former post master, and Bill 
Stevens approached Wilmington 
Rotary President Earl Sylvester to 
see if the club would be in favor of 
buying this abandoned cranberry 
bog. 

In November 1950, Earl 
Sylvester, president of Rotary 
called a meeting of the board of 
directors to see what they would do 
about this proposal. The bog was 
comprised of seven acres located in 
one of the better sections of 
Wilmington. 

The board delegated Henry 
Porter to contact the owner, Dave 
Hinckley, about the sale of the land. 
When Mr. Porter reported at a 
subsequent board meeting, that the 
land could be purchased for 
$1,000, the Wilmington Rotary 
Board voted to make the purchase. 

Unfortunately, Rotary did not 
have $1,000 in the treasury. It was 
then that 10 Rotary members 
agreed to lend the club the needed 
money, contributing $100 each. 
The purchase was made, and, at a 
later meeting that month, it was 
voted to incorporate. On December 
6, 1950, a charter was received for 
“Rotary Park Inc.” 

Then came a question of raising 
money to pay back the original 10 
men who had advanced the $1,000. 
Henry Porter suggested Rotary 
seals (similar to Christmas seals) be 
printed and sent to each family in 
town asking for donations. This 
was done. 

Mrs. Doris Porter, Henry, and a 
few others spent several days 
addressing envelopes to all the 
residents of Wilmington, enclosing 
a sheet of stamps to each. Through 
this effort enough revenue was 
realized to pay back all the loans 
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eautify your TOWN 


and move ahead with the project. 
The park one sees today required 
1500 cubic yards of fill, many 
trees, the making of a large pond 
for skating and fishing, shrubs, 
grassing over, 300 cu. yards of 
bark mulch and installing drainage. 
This original expenditure of over 
$40,000 was raised by the 
Wilmington Rotary Club as they 
ran amateur talent shows, barber 
shop quartet, turkey shoot, 
rummage sales, auctions, horse 
shows, Christmas tree sales, 
carnivals, street sales of Easter 
lilies and an auto raffle. 
Twenty-three years of work went 
into the park and in January of 
1973 Rotary voted to transfer the

According to commission chair- 
man, Chester Bruce, there was no 
prior filing before his board 
because engineers had agreed to 
stay out of the 100 foot buffer zone.® 
Now, said Bruce, a notice of intent 
will have to be filed and a 
Restoration Order filled before 
work can begin again. 

So far, no one has appeared 
before the board, even though 
Aleppo Temple General Manager 
William Manchester stated last 
week it cost the Shriners $11,000 
alone the first day that operations 
were shut down.

1987 startfor bridge 
on New Boston Street | 


Ground breaking is expected in 
1987 on the proposed new New 
Boston Street bridge in Woburn. So 
declared Massachusetts Secretary 
of Transportation Fredérick Sal- 
vucci and Public Works Commis- 
sioner Robert Tierney, in a 
interview in Woburn last Friday 
(October 17), as reported by the 
Woburn Times. 

The New Boston Street bridge 
was used to connect Woburn and 
Wilmington at the southerly end of 
Woburn Street. It was torn down 
over 10 years ago because of new 
construction, and so far has not 
been rebuilt. There has been 
Opposition from some sources in 
Wilmington to the rebuilding. 

Much of the opposition stems 
from the incomplete building plans 
for Route 129 (Lowell street) in 


Wilmington, and the intersection 
with Interstate 93. 2 

Salvucci and Tierney said that the 
grqund breaking for a new 
interchange for 93 “ 129 is 
expected to take place in 1987, and 
@ new connector road to Commerce 
Way in Woburn (south of the 
Wilmington line, ed.) will be; 
1988, - 

It is this project, the two men 
said, that is expectéd-to take 
pressure off the projected routes 
129 and 93 interchange, which has 
been described as the busiest 
interchange in Massachusetts.

for any wetlands disturbed, 

"We can go with either one," he

I felt only marginally assured 
that the Leaper is an herbivore 
(plant-eater). It might like a 
change of diet, after all. 

Dixon's Future Zoo is 
set 50 million years away — if 
your fears need allaying — his 
vision is based on a reasoned 
and conceivable scheme of 
events: 

“Whereas other animals 
change and adapt,” he writes as 
in the future,"...man was able 
to change his environment to 
suit his current needs, reaping a 
short-term advantage in the 
process. Although he avoided 
the unpleasant effects of 
natural selection, he also did 
without its long-term benefits. 

“Accidents and diseases that 
help to keep natural populations 
in check were overcome or 
reduced...world population 
increased exponentially 
Ultimately, the earth could no 
longer supply the materials 
needed for man’s agriculture, 
industry or medicine, and as 
shortages of supply caused the 
collapse of one structure after 
another his whole complex and 
interlocking social and techno- 
logical edifice crumbled 

“Man, no longer able to 
adapt, rushed uncontrollably 
towards his own extinction." 

And so into the time tunnel 

to an actually moving, chom: 
ping (on plants) life-size Giant 
Desert Leaper — and dioramas 
of Oakleaf Toads (insectivores 
turned meateaters), Tusked 
Moles, and the common Rab- 
buck (two-meter high, grass 
eating descendants of rabbits, 
and main food for the herds of 
the doglike Falanx, descen- 
dants of rats, but grown two 
meters long.) 
. The Swimming Monkey has 
developed a froglike body with 
webbed hind feet, long clawed 
fingers for catching fish and a 
ridge down its back to give it

As food, we can only imagine 
it may taste rather like ducks 
that feed solely on fish: un- 
pleasant. But don’t sweat it, we 
‘won't be around for samples. 

The Mud-gulper probably 
makes an even less pleasant 

meal. Looking ‘like a cross 
between a hippo and a seal, the 
Mud-gulper eats only water 
plants, which it scoops up from 
the mud with its tusks. 

Glancing through the glass at 
the Turmi and Zaranders, you 
can almost smell wild pig — but 
then there’s a Wooly Gigan: 
telope in the artic diorama. It 
lumbers on the tundra and is 
somehow endearing despite its 
12-foot length. The Wooly 
Gigantelope one of the 
Rundihorns — feeds on mosses, 
lichens and herbaceous plants. 

Finally, though there are too 
many animals to mention all. 
chief villian of the piece has to 
be the Night Stalker: a wingless 
but fearsome island descendant 
of bats, four to five feet high, 
which feeds on reptiles and 
mammals.

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Master woodcarver at Honeycomb 


On Thursday, Oct. 30, Ulrich 
Bernardi, master carver from 
the House of Anri, will be 
demonstrating the art of 
woodcarving at the Honeycomb 
Gift Shoppe, 384 Main St., in 
Wakefield. 

Born in St. Ulrich in the 
Groden Valley of Northern 
Italy, Bernardi was inspired by 
the work of his grandfather, an 
alter builder, and grandmother, 
an ornamental wood sculptress. 
Since becoming a master 
carver for the House of Anri, 
Bernardi has been 
distinguished for his nativity 
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Master carvers are the elite 
of the carving profession. Of the 
Anri carvers, only seven are 
master carvers. It takes 10 to 15 
years to obtain the required 
Schooling and the skill level to 
qualify for this high honor. The 
master carver creates the first 
or master model which 
becomes the model for 
production. 

The House of Anri, located in 
the Groden Vailey, St. 
Christina, Italy is over 70 years 
old. Traditionally, woodcarving 
was done in the winter and the 
carvings were done by the 
father and son while the 
‘ mothers and daughters painted 

the figures. In the early 1960s 

the future of Anri was in doubt 

because the Valley became a 

major ski resort and the young 

woodcarving apprentices 
preferred the higher paying 
jobs as ski instructors, 

Anri woodcarvings are 
produced from Alpine maples 
which are 80 to 100 years old. 
The wood is cut into planks and 
aged two years outside then kiln 
dried. After the drying process, 
the wood is cut into blocks and 
rough cut on a lathe to help the 

carvers. Figures are finished 
entirely with the carver’s tools. 
No sandpaper is used. Each 
piece is carved from start to 
finish by one carver and no two 
will ever be exactly alike. A six- 
inch figure represents six to 
eight hours of carving alone. 
Relief carving is exceptionally 
difficult and very, very few 
carvers master the technique. 

After being carved, the 
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lacquer to seal the wood. For 
the colors, the painters use an 
oil based paint which they mix 
according to their own eyes. 
Thus no two pieces are painted 
alike. A final coat of lacquer is 
applied to seal the colors

The great American passion, 
the automobile, may be regard- 
ed by some as a nuisance to the 
environment nowadays, but 
there was a time when 
everybody welcomed the com- 
ing of the horseless carriage. 
That's because around 1900 
there were three million horses 
inhabiting our cities. Each horse 
deposited between twenty and 
twenty-five pounds of manure 
daily. New York City alone had 
roughly 150,000 horses roaming 
its streets, which were left 
covered with nearly ten million 
pounds of manure each year. 
Fifteen thousand horses would 
contribute enough manure in 
one year to cover an acre of land 
with a pile 175 feet high! 
Needless to say, everyone was 
pleased to see the coming of the 
horseless carriage, which led to 
eliminadicte the biggest pollution 
problem of the turn of the cen 
tury and left city streets cleaner 
and smelling healthier 

According to Anne Lyon 
Haight, who wrote an interest 
ing book entitled ‘Banned 
Books,"’ Mark Twain did not 
become infuriated when he 
learned that two of his books, 
“The Adventures of Tom Saw.

Pat Garrett, the famous 
lawman who killed Billy the Kid 
in 1881, died in a most embar- 
rassing manner.

Folks, this is the time of the 
year when my father and uncles 
would go to the Chelsea Produce 
Center to buy California grapes 
to make wine. Anyone who 
made wines knows the hard 
work that goes into the buying 
and crushing the grapes then 
waiting for fermentation to take 
place and finally, ‘Pressing’ 
(and not with the feet). With the 
barrels filled the long two 
months of waiting for the 
moment of truth seemed an 
eternity. That's when the whole 
family watched as the first 
glass full of wine was drawn. 
We would all hold our breaths as 
my father took a sip and smiled, 
that was the signal to shout for 
joy that we didn’t have another 
55 gallons of vinegar like the 
last r-enough to last a 
thousand years. 

All this tedious winemaking 
work was a labor of love for my 
father. I, on the other hand 
hated every minute of it. That's 
why I wasn't allowed anywhere 
near the wine-making area. I 
was told more than once, ‘Get 
Out! ,” "Get Out! "' your hatred

didn't get that way

tions, as many believe. It was a 
terrific location due to its prox. 
imity to Mexico, The Motion 
Picture Patents Company, in

fered not only good weather, but 
cheap Mexican labor and safe 
retreat from the law. 

William Roscoe Thayer, who 


wrote one of the first 
biographies on the life of 
Theodore Roosevelt, revealed 


that somebody had tapped Ted- 
dy Roosevelt’s phones at the 
1912, Republican Convention. 
Even though the word 
‘wiretap" was not invented un 
til following the First World 
War, it was reportedly the first 
case of wiretapping in American 
{politics 
Walter Lord, author of “A 
Night To Remember,"’ the story 
of the sinking of the Titanic, 
counted in his book how fourteen 


years before the Titanic sank a 
man by the name of Morgan 
Robertson wrote a novel about a 
similar situation. His novel 


described a giant luxury liner 
called the Titan, which was fill- 
ed with wealthy and glamorous 
passengers, that sinks after hit- 
ting an iceberg in the cold 
waters of the North Atlantic. 
The title of Robertson's novel 
was “Futility.” 

Thomas R. Marshall, vice- 
president under Woodrow 
Wilson, came up with the best 
description of a wice-president 
that this columnist has ever 
heard: “The Vice-President of 
the United States is like a man in 
a cataleptic state; he cannot 
speak; he cannot move; he suf- 
fers no pain; and yet he is 
perfectly conscious of 
everything that is going on 
about him.’ You could say that 
that description would also fit 
lieutenant governors. 

On a single day in 1921 six 
thousand corpses of American 
soldiers arrived from Europe, 
and H.L. Hunt, bankrupt and 
penniless, won his first oil well 
in a five-card stud poker game 
in Arkansas. An ironic blend of 
bad fortune and good fortune. 

Also in 1921, Texas Con- 
gressman Lindsay Blanton was 
unanimously censured by his 
colleagues for inserting dirty 
words into the Congressional 
Record. This behavior baffled 
Blanton's colleagues, since 
Blanton was a Presbyterian
